3. Applicant's amendment filed August 27, 2007, has been entered. Claims 1 and 22 have 
been amended as requested. Claims 2-21 and 27-31 have been cancelled. Thus, the pending 
claims are 1 and 22-26. 

4. Said amendment is sufficient to withdraw the prior art rejection of claims 1 and 22-26 as 
set forth in section 6 of the last Office Action (Non-Final Rejection mailed 06/01/07). 
Specifically, applicant has deleted the recitation to the adhesive material consisting essentially of 
a blend of ethylene methyl acrylate and metallocene based polyethylenes. 

5. An updated search of the prior art has produced no new art for which to base a rejection 
upon. However, the art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

6. Therefore, claims 1 and 22-26 are allowed.
